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The Situation in France. 

The last twelve monthn will have sap- 
plied a dark aad thrilling chapter in tbo 
history of France. A war with PrUBeia. 
A vrar with beraelf. Paris twice besieg- 
ed, and twice oaptarod — onoo by tho 
hordes ot G-ermany ; onoe by the bodb 
of Franoe I liesa than twelve months 
ago the most remarltable man of the ago 

Prince Bismarck — thas calmly samm- 

od op the outlook : ' If Prassia is vic- 
torloup, ehe will not only achieve Ger^ 
man unity to hor own advantogo, but 
she will retake, if aho thinks fii,Lorraine 
and Alsaco ; bho will have io Franco 
only ft neighbor loRsened in territory 
and lowered without tho hope of re- 
cover}', aubjoct to a political criaif, ol 
of which it will require ton or twenty 
years before it will bo over ; sho would 
remain iDOont'^etably in possessioD of tho 
first rank among tbo Powers of West, 
em Europe. Should Prussia, on tho 
other blind, bo bcuion, what haa eho tu 
lose ? At Ihu very worst tho boundary 
ot tho lihino. In point of fact hor terri- 
torial iiucgriiy id uut intcriered with ; 
her power ot expaosion as repreaentalivo 
of the Germanic idea romuins what it 
was before ; her internal constitution 
reslH iiituel; lior power aad hor military 
renown will bo Bhiikun , il is true, but 
sho will remain io lull possession ot all 
tl:e eleiDonis necoBsary for her re- 
covery. For Prussia, in a word, defeat 
means simply loss of time; lor Franco 
ruin. The first risks at tho most to soo 
her prt>»ont compromised iiud her ad< 
vanoo delayed, whilo tho eeooud plays 
her future and hor posilioD in the 
world,' yo phiio'iophised Bismarck 
before iho war. Well, Prussia won. 
Not only did Prussia cotiquor and ox- 
ac; Lorraine and Alrfuce, togulher with 
an enormous money iudemniiy, but sho 
saw Franco turn to and reduce her- 
self still more, so that it may 
safely bo asserted that twenty 
years will not snIBce to obliterate 
the ravages of war and revolulicn 
But tho end may not bo 
yel. Friiuce has subdued and 
captured Fariu ; but hos sbo conqueied bei- 
sellt Will ttll pariiea bo ubie to burraoijizL' 
and nniie in Iho eeiabliBbmeot ol a strong 
government? It would, iiideed, be strange 
if Fiance were not sobered down by the 
terrible events of the past few montbe ; and 
yel DOthin;? but a stroDg j^ovorumetil can 
save tier Irom continued unurcby and revo 
loticn. Wo incline to the opinion tbat each 
a goverDBiant will not be a Uopublic. Per- 
haps Pruetitt baa IcBn iotercBi than otliti 
naiioDs in seeing Fiance come oni of tbl« 
terrible disasier and begin tbe woik ol recu- 
peralion. In eome respects France's weak- 
ness may be regarded as Prussia's stteogtb; 
and even inabdiiy on ibo pari of tbo former 
to pay tbe cxaciioo!! ol tho latter raigbt be 
vii'wed with coinplaceocy by a Power who 
prelers a weak neighbor to a strong one. 
But sniely Pinssia ia strong; enoujjb now to 
indulge io a spirit ol magnanimity. Sorely 
she on?ht to be satisfied with results already 
far Furpiifsing the mo«l eunguina ezpeolu- 
tioiid ol bet flsiuie sli.teyin'in. Let Prnesiu, 
then, unite wilb ibe ctbtr Great Powers in 
an efiort to assist France ID tbe esteblisb- 
ueni ot a eiroog and stable Government. 

Tbe Price of Justice. 

Tho BubjeetB ot Queeu Victoria are 
accustomed to boast about tho excel- 
lence of British Jusli;^o, and none raurc 
than those re-iiim;- in tbo diHUnt col- 
onies. In BrilHh Columbia iho colon- 
ists havoboen woiU to felioiluto tbein- 
selvcH upon the posBoasion of thin valu- 
able commodity. They buvo been led 
to compare it with that possessed by 
tlicir neii^bborr', ii;id b;ive thought all 
Ihu more of it for tho coiilruHi. But 
the time hus arrived when people bogui 
to a«k why this JuHiiee t-hould Cost BO 
much, it ban Ireqiieritly been assorted 
in these OolumnH thai the scule of fie- 
obiirgod in the tinprtmo Court oi this 
Colony ia oxceHsive. Yet it incroaso- 
ari tho interior ia apprcaehod, until it is 
doubled at Cariboo 1 Botweon tbo need- 
less expense cousequeut upon keeping 
tlio two branches of tho legal profession 
separate atd tho oxeeeBivo eealo ol 
Court fees Justice i^i virtually placed 
bey o!id tbo poor man's reach. It ia a 
lu.xiiry in which only the com|iarativcly 
weil-io -do can all'ord to indulge Ol 
eourHo iit cannot be said of Bniuh Juh- 
tiee thai ugaiust s u plated with gold 
'iheslroiig luneeof justicehnrtlesH bronkH,' 
whilst 'arm'd iu nigs i> pigmy'ri straw 
doth [lioico it.' But it yuu lay it on the 
up[)er Hlu lf,he) ond tbe poor man'.s roach, 
uro not tho practical results very much 
tho same 'i We shall po-sibly bo met 
with tho \>orn -onl pleii that to make 
justice expeuhivo in to di.scourgo a li i- 
gious spirit. But, evou if there were 
anything in il, this does not moot the 
chuige ol leaving tho poor at the mercy 
of the rich. Jubticoia good for tho 
poor man aa well as for the rich. 
Indeed British Justice is pre-eminoDtly 
tho poor man'rt right. Let it not only 
bo said that we have British Jusiioo in 
this distant Colony, but timt it is placed 
wiilun Uie ea-y reach ot liie poorebt ol 
llie Queen's buhjocts. li no steps are 
taken sooner, it will be tbe duty of the 
Legislature to revise the scale of Court 
fooH, nialiingthom merely nominul, and 
making tln u) uiiiionn throughout the 
jeiiglbniid broadlh oi tho United Colony. 
And tho ProtoBRioii would only bo 
studying their owu interest by merging 
tlio two branches, tho soparatiuu Of 
which, iu a country like thii", is sitnply 
ridiculous. Make Juctioo bo ihoap that 
the poorest in tho land may como and 
draw irom her onre foantaiDt..
